К all began six years ago. 
That summer, | packed up my 
pregnant wife and moved to 
New York City, in hopes of be- 
coming a famous, well-paid, 
free-lance comic book writer. 
Or perhaps it began somewhat 
earlier—with my boyhood in 
Bushnell's Basin, my educa- 
tion at Minerva Deland High 
School and Alfred University, 
"the mother of men," or my 
brief career as a small town 
radio personality. 

My first professional writing 
job came some seven years 
ago. Part of that year | worked 
writing snappy patter for a 
folk-singing group. № was 
around that same time that | 
wrote my first play; friends 
who read it told me it sounded 
more like a comic book story 
than a theatre piece. Thus | 
first developed my urge to be- 
come a comic book writer. 

Years later, a certain editor 
who shall remain nameless, 
tried to be nice about refus- 
ing to buy any more of my 
stuff. He used to say, “You're 
a good writer, Steve. But | 
don’t think you're right for 
comics. Have you ever thought 
of becoming a playwright?” 

The first years of comic 
book writing were the hardest 
—waiting for hours in outer of- 
fices, trying to convince edi- 
tors that | was older than | 
looked, and that | could write 
comics. 

Meanwhile, on the home 
front, a great little kid came 
along—a little girl named 
Melissa. In some ways, she 
takes after her father—has to 
wear special shoes, is allergic 
to all sorts of things. 

After two years of putting 
up with my comic book career, 
my wife began to despair of 
my lack of material wealth. 
She finally left me.and ran off 
with a ceramic designer. | 
guess she never had a very 
good head for business; if 
there's one group that makes 
less money than comic book 
writers— —

It was in one such 
small town that | had my 
closest brush with insanity. 
One night, the house | was 
renting was shot up by a fairly 
large group of drunken red- 
necks who didn't like the 
length of my hair. | was in the 
house at the time, cleverly 
cowering in a closet. 

| have since met this girl 
who also likes to move around, 


so | asked her to join me. (In:

My present wife and | reside, 
for the moment, in a mythical 
suburb of Rochester, New 
York. We live in a house which 
is completely surrounded by a 
trailer park, and the trailers 
are closing in fast. | have re- 
cently written several comic 
scripts of which I am personal- 
ly quite proud, and | was se- 
lected as the fourth-ranking 
comic writer in the most re- 
cent Alley poll.

E OF HORRORS 
Alone, does anyone feel 
really alone? Мо... no | say, 


no one has ever gone through 
what | have gone through, 
seen what | have seen or heard 
what | have heard. Most peo- 
ple would think me mad after 
reading this, and | am a mad 
man of sorts, but not through 
my own fault. It is because of 
my grandfather that | am in 
this state of health. Because 
of my dead grandfather. 

As | recall, it was'a particu- 
larly misty midnight when | 
arrived in Van Kreuker station 
near Yoganest, a little un- 
known village in Hungary. 
There was no coach waiting for 
me at the station, so | walked 
to town. When | had walked 
about a mile a coach suddenly 
appeared behind me. | was in 
deep thought and did not hear 
the falling of the horses 
hooves upon the gravel road.

He ges- 
tured me to what appeared to 
be my grandfather's library. 
After the butler gathered up 
some of my grandfather's 
books he explained my grand: 
father's life and death. My 
grandfather was a count and 
ruled fairly. In all his life he 
had never executed one per- 
son. For no reason a peasant 
from the village shot him down 
in cold blood. 

Alone in the library one 
night, | dug through my grand- 
father's books and records. | 
looked through a Bible of my 
grandfather's. On the cover
